DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a shut-down circuit configured for use with an electronic ballast coupled 
to a lamp in a control path having, inter alia, electronic componentry to disable the 
electrical circuit for shutting down the ballast, during initial energization of the lamp, with 
a time constant independent of the circuit for shutting down (claim 1). The remaining 
claim 5 is allowed by virtue of its dependency from claim 1 . Hence, the examiner has 
allowed claims 1 and 5.
